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Access: 


Access Restriction: Donor understands that once the piece has been donated to The Black 
Archives control of the donated object or document belongs to the Black Archives. The donor is 
aware that the Black Archive may choose not to accept the object or document if the restriction 
does not fit the mission and purpose of the Black Archives. 


Separation: 


Donor is aware of the possibility that not all items will be retained during processing by the 
Black Archives of Mid-America and may be discarded. 


Donation Guidelines: 


Gifts of materials are accepted with the understanding that, once received, they are 
owned by the Black Archives of Mid-America. The Archive reserves the right to accept 
or reject any or all donations. 

The Black Archives of Mid-America will collect artifacts and documents that have 
historical significance to Blacks\in this country, the Midwest, and especially the Greater 
Kansas City region. The Black Archives of Mid-America will not accept items that do not 
match its missions: collecting, preserving, promoting, and educating Black History in KC 
and the mid-west; or which it will be unable to provide adequate storage, preservation, 
and access consistent with professional archival best practices. 

The Archives also reserves the right to determine their retention, location, cataloging 
treatment, and other considerations related to their use or disposition. 

Photocopies or scans of manuscript or other original materials are generally not accepted. 
Individual leaves offered from multi-leaved manuscripts will be reviewed carefully and 
decisions made on a case-by-case basis. The Archives further reserves the right to 
duplicate, digitize, and make copies for the purposes of preservation, regardless of the 
copyright status of the item(s). 

The Archive will carefully care for and preserve the donated materials, making them 
available to researchers. Materials may also be used to create permanent and temporary 
exhibits.
